The defendant shall submit his/her person, residence, office, safety deposit box, storage unit, property, or vehicle to a 
search, conducted by a U.S. Probation Officer or any other law enforcement officer, at a reasonable time and in a reasonable 
manner, based upon reasonable suspicion of contraband or evidence of a violation of a condition of supervision. Failure to 
submit to a search may be grounds for revocation; the defendant shall notify any other residents that the premises may be 
subject to searches pursuant to this condition.

The defendant shall consent to the United States Probation Office conducting ongoing monitoring of his/her computer(s), 
hardware, and software. The monitoring may include the installation, at the defendant’s expense, of hardware or software 
stems which allows evaluation of his/her computer use. Monitoring may also include the retrieval and copying of all data 
om his/her ried oar or other clectronic devices/media. The defendant shall also comply with the requirements of the 
United States Probation Computer Monitoring Program as directed. 


The defendant shall be prohibited from incurring new credit charges, opening additional lines of credit, or obtaining a loan 
without approval of the defendant's U.S. Probation Officer. 


The defendant shall cooperate with and furnish financial information and statements to the Internal Revenue Service to 
determine all taxes due and owing, including interest and penalties, and shall file any past tax returns in a timely manner. The 
defendant shall pay in full any outstanding tax liability once assessed, including interest and penalties, or enter into an 
instaliment payment plan with Collection Division of the Internal Revenue Service.
